1. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) A method for controlling access to a scanning/printing 
device having a plurality of features including a device scanner that is used for scanning 
t maq e s documents i nto memory for use or manipulation by a user of the device- and a 
plura li ty of - foatur e s , comprising: 

optically scanning a ta gbadae with the device scanner before ^.bearer of the lagbadge 

can use the scanning/printing device; 
receiving infonnriation from the tagbadge during the scanning process;.and 
determining whether the bearer of the taabadge can access any of the plurality of 

features of the device based upon information scanned from the tagbadge. 

2. (ORIGINAL) The method of claim 1, wherein access is granted to some, but not 
all of the features of the device.

4. (CURRENTLY AlVIENEDED) The method of claim 1 wherein the ta ebadae 
contains a bar code. 

5. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) The method of claim 1. wherein the tagbadge 
contains glyphs. 

6. (PREVIOUSLY PRESENTED) The method of claim 1, wherein the 
scanning/printing device is a printing device. 
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7. (PREVIOUSLY PRESENTED) The method of claim 1, where the 
scanning/printing device is a facsimile machine. 

8. (PREVIOUSLY PRESENTED) The method of claim 1. wherein the 
scanning/printing device is a scanner connected to a network. 

9. (WITHDRAWN) A method for transfemng documents from one location to 
another, comprising: 

sending at least one document to be transferred to the queue of a device having 
facsimile capabilities; 

feeding a tag having markings on at least one side through the device operabty 
connected to the device having facsimile capabilities so that the tag may be read and 
infonmation including the number to which the job is to be sent Is sent to the facsimile 
machine; 

only transfenrtng the job if the information from Uie tag includes the security code 
associated with the document 

10. (WITHDRAWN) The method of claim 10, wherein the tag contains a bar code. 

11. (WITHDRAWN) The method of claim 10, wherein the tag contains glyphs. 

12. (WITHDRAWN) A method for using a device having a scanner that is used for 
scanning images into memory and a plurality of features, comprising: 

optically scanning a tag with the scanner; 
receiving information from the tag during the scanning process; 
setting user fonmatting preferences for the device based upon infonmation received 
from the tag. 
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13. (WITHDRAWN) The method of claim 12. wherein the formatting preferences are 
included in the infonnation read from the tag. 

14. (WITHDRAWN) The method of claim 12, wherein the fomiatting preferences are 
stored in the memory of the printer and are con-eiated with a user's Identification 
read from the tag. 

15. (WITHDRAWN) The method of claim 12, where the tag is a badge. 

16. (WITHDF?AWN) The method of claim 12. wherein the tag contains a bar code. 

17. (WITHDRAWN) The method of claim 12. wherein the tag contains glyphs. 

18. (PREVIOUSLY PRESENTED) The method of claim 1, wherein the plurality of 
features includes electronic mail. 

19. (PREVIOUSLY PRESENTED) The method of claim 1. wherein the plurality of 
features includes facsimile capability. 

20. (PREVIOUSLY PRESENTED) The method of claim 1. wherein the plurality of 
features Includes document reproduction. 

21. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) The method of claim 1, wherein the tagbadge contains 
an image of the ta ebadoe holder, and wherein detennining whether the ta ebadoe 
holder has access further comprises comparing the image scanned from the 
ta abadae with a stored image. 
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22. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) The method of claim 21 > wherein the taabadae also 
includes a bar code, and wherein determining whether the tagbadge holder has 
access is additionally based upon the infomiatlon contained in the bar code. 

23. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) The method of claim 21, wherein the tagbadge also 
includes glyphs, and wherein determining whether the tagbadge holder has access 
is additionally based upon the infomnation contained in the glyphs. 

24. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) A method for controlling costs within an organization, 
comprising: 

programming a scanning/printing device having a plurality of features with information 
related to a set of individuals, wherein these individuals all belong to a 
defined group; 

encoding such information onto tagbadges carried by the set of individuals; 

optically scanning a tagbadge placed in front of aihe scanner of t he 

Qcann e r scanning/printinq device, 
wherein the scanner is tvpicallv used for scanning documents into memory for use or 

manipulation by a user of the device : 
receiving information from the tagbadge during the scanning process; 
determining whether a bearer of the tagbadge is one of the set of individuals, and 
allowing access to at least some features of the device if the bearer I st hov ar e a 

member of the set of individuals, and 
disallowing access to the at least some features of the device if thoy oro t he bearer is 

not a member of the set of individuals. 
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
